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I. Statement of Reasons for Allowance : 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the prior art cited herein fails to disclose a detachable 
entrance and exit gate with a combined commodity burglarproofing and small arms 
detecting system comprising a pair of oppositely disposed vertical panels, a small arms 
detecting transmitting coil portion, a commodity burglarproofing transmitting coil portion, 
a small arms detecting receiving coil portion, a commodity burglarproofing receiving coil 
portion, wherein the small arms detecting transmitting coil portion and the commodity 
burglarproofing transmitting coil portion are both disposed at an interior of a first panel 
of the pair of vertical panels, wherein the small arms detecting receiving coil portion and 
the commodity burglarproofing receiving coil portion are both disposed at an interior of a 
second panel of the pair of vertical panels, and wherein a variation existing between a 
frequency zone of the small arms detecting transmitting and receiving coil portions and 
a frequency zone of the commodity burglarproofing transmitting and receiving coil 
portions can be largely established, resulting into no mutual interference. 

Regarding claim 7, the prior art cited herein fails to disclose a detachable 
entrance and exit gate with a combined commodity burglarproofing and small arms 
detecting system comprising a pair of oppositely disposed vertical panels, a small arms 
detecting transmitting coil portion, a commodity burglarproofing transmitting coil portion, 
a small arms detecting receiving coil portion, a commodity burglarproofing receiving coil 
portion, wherein the small arms detecting transmitting coil portion and the commodity 
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burglarproofing transmitting coil portion are both disposed at an interior of a first panel 
of the pair of vertical panels, wherein the small arms detecting receiving coil portion and 
the commodity burglarproofing receiving coil portion are both disposed at an interior of a 
second panel of the pair of vertical panels, and wherein the first panel includes a first 
upper end and the second panel includes a second upper end, the first and second 
upper ends extending freely, not connected to one another.

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Brunette discloses an ingress/egress control system for airport concourses and 
other access controlled areas.
